Many of the concepts in these comics have 
been used in WAVE movies. In fact, the storyline from the Fanny Starr comic was 
used in our very first movie entitled SISTERS. The change from Daylight Savings 
Time to Standard Time was a key element of the movie. 


I've been a comics fan since the late 50s. At 
one point, | wanted to be a professional 
artist, but | learned | wasn't good enough. 
But | continued to draw and write different 
publications from the 70s to the 80s. 


Occasionally, | would create art based on 
movies | had seen. | saw The Demon Seed in 
the 70s and was inspired to draw this piece. I 
doubt many of you would even remember 
this movie.
